8. how that after his ceſurceRion he was. ſeen of above 
five hundred brethren at once, then gf all the ApoRlles , .laft of all 
he was feen of me alſo; now this. Chriſt the Apoſtlesall ſaw after. 
his ReſurceRion, was not the light in their Conſciences, a Chriſt 
altogether ſpirit and power within, ſor they teſtified that the ſame. 
Jeſus whom the Jews Crucified, God raiſed from the dead 5 and 
that he really appeared to them ourwardly, conſider what »he. ſaid 
to them when he ſo appeared among them, - why are you trqubled 2 
why do thoughts ariſe in your hearts, behold my. hands; and my 
feery "that it is I my ſelf, a ſpirit bath not flzſh and bones ag you ſee 
me have : dare ye yenture co believe him upon his, word. of him-, 
ſelf? however the Apoſites ſaw and believed ; and yet bleſſed are 
they

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they that have not ſeen, and yet have belieyed ; and laft of all 
Paul alſo ſaw that ſame Jeſus of Nazareth whom the reſt ſaw; 
22, Att; 8, Jeſus appeared to him ſaying, Saul, Saul why perſe- 
cateſt thou me; Saw! anſwered who art thou Lord? the Lord an- 
ſwered, 1 ans Jeſus of Nazareth whom. thou perſecuteſt : conſider 
theſe words of our Lord ; he ſaichnot, I am the light and power 
t'ac\vas in the man Chriſt Teſas of Nazareth, conſidered as a part 
from his body, or man- hood ; neither doth he ſay of himſelf , the 
light thatenligh neth every man that comes into the world is J:ſus 
Chriſt ; neither doth he ſay, I am he, who while I was upon carth 
was called among the J2ws, Jeſus of Nazareth z but to manifeſt 
big preſent, rea], outward, glorified exiſtence in his Fathers King- 
dom, he ſaith, [ am Feſus of Nazareth , whom thou perſecutelt : 
9. Afts 20. hePreached Cariſt that he is the Son of God ; andhe 
cunfounded the Jews, proving that this is very Chriſt, 19. 44: 3. 
hereaſunedout of the Scriptures,. that Chriſt muſt needs have (af 
fered, and riſen again from che dead, and that this Jeſus whom I 
Preach to you is Chriſt 2 mark,he Preached Jeſus of Nazareth that 
appeared to him , wio was Cruc:fied by the Jews,” riſen from the 
dead, ard glorified bodily without him, to be the true Chriſt, 
andnotthe light that enlightens every man that comes into the 
world; he diſputed at Athenr-with certain Philoſophers, with whom 
he incountred, \viſe Greeks,men of great reaſon apd underſtanding 
beyond others ;' but he ſeemed as a fooliſh fellow to theſe, a bab- 
lr, a ſetter forth of Rrange Gods, ſach as their right re4ſon could 
not comprehend, becauſe he Preached to them Jzius and the Re- 
ſurreRion. 

Let the teſtimony of all the Apoſtles joyntly be conſidered in 
this matter-;; who being Gods choſen wi'neſles to publiſh to the 
world who this true Chriſt was, we are ei:her to receive their te- 
Rimory as truth, or elſe we are to conclude thit they appeared to 
cheat the world with a falſe teſtimony : 6. Job, 69, Peter .zn the 
name of the reſt, ſaith ro, Chriſt their Maſter, ze believe and are 
ſure that rhou art the Chriſt, the Son of the living God ; 16, Mat. 
Chriſt ſaid ro-his Apoſtles, but whom ſay you, that I the San of 
man am? and this isthe queſtion ; who is eh's Sen of man, the 
true Chriſt ? whetter the light that enligheneth every man that 
comes into the werld, or Jens of Nazareth conceived of the Holy 
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Gi and bore of the Virgin Mary, whecher light and power only, 
rowit the word alone, or the word made fleſh ? Prrer in the name 
of the ret anſwererh che queſtion, rhow (not it, Iight within only, 
51t :fegthe Son of man who askeft the queſtion, then (art the Chriſt, 
the Son of the Tiving God. | A 

Laſtly, take Chriſts own teſtimony of h.;mſelf, 4, Jobs 25, he 
faith to the woman of Samaria, I echat-ſpeaks to thee am be, the 
MeGis you expe: 9. Job. 35. he faith tothe blind man, whom 
he reſtored to fight, thou hatt ſeen him (the Son of God) and it is 
he that talketh with thee; 14. fark 26. th High- Prieſt asked him, 
art thog the Chriſt, the'Son of God? a plain queſtion ; ſpoke in 
refereace to him, Jeſus of Nazara:h, then betrayed into his hand, 
Rariding before him at the judgment ſeat ; he ſa1ch not,is the light, 
or ſeed or ſpirit, in thee the Chriſt and I think Chriſts own plain 
anſwer ſhould determine this matter z and who dare give the Son 
of God the lyeto his face,” who anſwered to the High- Prieft, 7 am :

even the ſame I ſaid unto you from the beginning z he never varied 
or equivocated in his teſtimony of himſelf; he never ſaid of him- 
ſelf, that the light that enlightnerh every man that comes into the 
world, of that light and power chat was in that prepared veſſel of 
body, in which he came to do the will of his Father, confidered as 
diſtin ftom it, \vas he the true Chriſt, neither is it any where ſo 
written of bim, Feſus Chriſt of Nazareth, who is the Lords Ciriſt, . 
in any place of Holy Scriprure from the beginning of Geneſis, to 
the end of the Revelation of Joby. 

Thus baving by a full, plain Scripture. teſtimony clearly mani- 
feſted who the true Chriſt , our Saviour and Mediator is , even 
Feſus Chriſt of Nazareth , who was conceived of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and born of the Virgin Mary, in the” Country of Jadea, above fix- 
teen hundred years ago, and that there is not another; and the 
manner of our Redemption and Salyation , to be through the 
works wrought in his Crucifted body for us , by the"operation 
of his ſpirit by faith to be witneſſed and evidenced wittin ns; we 
are therefore either to believe this teſtimony of the Prophets and 
Apoſtles, and to acknowledge that they ſpoke tne very eruth' of 
Godin publifhing this DoRrine, and coniequently that any other 
DoRrine from any ſpirit whatſomever nor according t6 ''this 
DoArine already publiſhed by them is out of the trnth and fimpli- 
City 
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city of the Goſpel, and the publiſhers thereofto be in an error? 
and ſo deceivedz orelſe we are:to own that the light chac enlight- 
neth every man that cometh inco the world , is he the trae Cariſt, 
our only Saviour, And that the manner and method of Salvation and 
Redemption is through the operation or working of this light or 
Chriſt within, as Me becone abedient thereunto, without any re» 
ſpe& had to a Redemption and Reconciliation already wrovght fac 
us" in the Crucified body of Chriſt, as a matter of any neceſhty to 
vs, thereby to purchaſe Salvation for- us 3 and conſequently that - 
the Apoſtles the publiſhers of that other Do@rine, were in a great 
error, and ſo deceived the world to whom they publiſhed their 
DoRtinez becauſe, I ſuppoſe nene can be (9 ſortithly ignorant as 
to afſert, that the light that enlightneth every man that comes into 
the world, is he, the Lord Jeſu Chriſt of Nazarah, a man approv- 
ed among the people, whom the Jews hanged on acree, and whom 
God raiſed from the dead above (ixteen hundred years ago, who is 
the Lords Chex ; our only Saviour. 

Now before I finiſh this diſcourſe , T have this to ſay in few 
words, ficſt to him that ſaith he believes all that the Prophets and 
Apoſiles have thus teſtified concerning Jeſug Chriſt of Nazererh, 
that he is the Lords Chriſt, and ouronly Saviour, and that there is 
not another ; whoalſo own the manner and method that the wiſ- 
dom of God hath found our for our Redemption, as it is already 
wrought for 1s in the Crucified body of -Chriſt without 'us > what 
will an Hiſtorical faith as of things altogether withont avail thee, 
while thou haſt not evidence within thy ſelf by a living faith of thy 
being redeemed through the Ra tharis in him ; a flutter- 
ing, Hypocritical excolling of Chriſt in his offices, as King, Prieſt, 
and Prophet, without thze, while thou denies him in the exerciſe 
of theſe offices within thee by the opperation of his ſpirit , is but 2 
perverting the grace of God to licentiouſneſs ; to de a Profeſſor of 
the words and writings of the Prephets and Apoſtles as recorded 
in the Holy Scriptures without, and not a Poſleſſor of a meaſure of 
that ſpirit within , by and through which they ſo ſpoke and wrote 
is but to have a name to be alive when thou art really dead: And 
that ſame Feſus of Nazareth who was dead and is alive, whom thou 
pretends to own in words, to ſuch Name-Cairiſtians as thyſelf 


. that never did in any meaſure partake of his nature, will ſay one 
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day, depart from me, 1 know yew not 3 if thou intends not to cher 
thy own ſoul out of the bencfic of his great Redemption already 
purchaſed in Chriſt, then ſatizfic nor thy ſelf, till chat be experi- 
mentally made effe&ual within thee, which Chriſt hath already 
done for thee-in his Crucified body withoat thee. 

Secondly, I ſay to ſ:ch as aflert, that the light and power which 
was in the man Chriſt 'confidered as diſtint and apart from his 
body prepared to-do the will of his Father in, andthe light_ which 
enlightnetfevery man that cometh into the world,” is chEorily 
true Chriſt,. our Saviour and Redeemer, and that chere is not ano- 
ther ; and that this light or Cariſt in his people48 the ſadſtance of 
all figures, typ2s and ſhadows, fulflling them 4n them, ani ſetting 
them free from them ; but « be 1s held torth in the Scripture-letter 
without them, .and in the fleſh wichout them, he is their example 
or figure, that the ſame_things migic be fulfilled in them, that was. 
in Chriſt Jeſus z. and that man is redeemed, juſtified and reconciled 
t> God through the opperatians or works of this light , or Chriſt 
withia them, . as they-are obedient to it, without reſpe& to- the 
ſufferings of our Lord JeſusChriſt in his Crucified body without us, 
for us; as neceſſary thereunto : bow is it that you have fo:ſaken the 
faith once delivered to the Saints, and ſo quickly turned aſide nnto 
another ſtrange new DoRrine? bow dare any man thus make him- 
ſelf equal w.th Chriſt, thus to expect in all righteouſneſs and per- 
fe& obedience ta follow Chriſt, as held forth in the: flzth, that the 
ſame things might be fulfilled in thee , that was figured in hinr: 
canft thou, O-man, offer up the ſame obedience to the Father for 
the parging away of fin, that he did ?:haſt- thou the falneſs of the 
Gad- head, thoſe treaſures of 1;ght, power and wiſdom with-n thee, 
chat the man Chriſt had ? caoſt thou follow him into tte perfe&ion 
and glory of the Father, withour a Mediator, ashe did, by the ſame 
way of obedience ? art thou able to. bear in thy body the fins of 
many ?- canlt thou in thy body ſuſtain the. Sentence of the Law, en- 
counrer with principalit-es or powers of darkneſs? canſt thou lay 
down thy life for ſanners?. canſt chou dye for thy enemies? though 
one might dare todye for a good man, canſt thou dye for the un- 

odly > canſt thou bear our ficknefles, and take upon thee our in- 
Rn ties caſt thou willingly lay down thy life for the offences of 
ghers, and canſt thou by the power of the Gad-head in-thee take 
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it up again? this and much more- Chriſt did in obedience to his 
Father, and doſt thou think to come to. God by doing the like ? and 
not rather by believing in him who bath done all this for thee ? 
But tell us plainly, 1s that one Sacrifice of the Crucified body of 
oar Lord, once offered to bear the (ins of many a patern and figure 
of things to be done over again in us, the blood without typifying » 
life and ſpirit within ? the firſt Tabernacle was indeeda figure, a 
ſhadow of good things to come, had nothing in it ſelf, but pointed 
fo another, referring over tv Chriſt, and ſhadowed out all tobe in 
him 3 and this was its- weakneſs, and emptineſs, and therefore 
thoſe Sacriftces could pot make him that did the ſervice perf-& 
as pertaining'o the Confcience ; Bur ir the fulneſs of time Chr:ſt 
being come,an High-Prie(t of good chings to come by a more per- 
fet'Tabernacie not made with hands, by his own blood once ſhed, 
.and the Sacrihce of his/Cruc;fied body once for all, obtained eter- 
nal Redemption for us, and by that one offering he hath perfeed 
for ever them that ace ſanRified ;- Is therefore this Sacrifice ſo 
weak, ſo empty a thing, that ic 1s a pattern and figure, having no» 
thing in it ſelf, bur as pointing eo another, to wit this light en 
lightning every man? how are you thus miſerably beguiled, to 
Preach up the light enlightning every man that comes into the 
world fot the true Chriſt ! tocry up a light within, to cry down 
the blood without; to Preach him as an example , to-caſt out the 
atronement ; to ſpeak of him asa figure pointing at this light with- 
in as the abiding ſubſtance, to ſhyMe him out in-the Sacrihce of his 
Crucified body on the Craſs, as the true ſubRance.andeend of all . 
ſhadows ? But if you may bear to be ſpoken to, then know, that 
if yon would indeed behold the glory of God, - if you would indeed ' 
have acceſs to the Father of onr:Lord Jeſus Chriſt, crhencome down 
frum the heights of your reaſon, and rake ſhame to yourſelves and 
eiveglory to God z; begin again at the fimplicuy of faith in a Cru» 
cified Chriſt, to ſee your ſelves in him dead and buried and raiſed 
again z\ to believe your Redemption to be already finiſhed, the 
'Lew, Sin and Death aboliſhed, in-bis Crucifhed body without 
you, though but in part, in meaſure revealed jn-you by bis ſpirit ; 
whereby through faich in him, you wait to have the evidence and 
witnel(s within your own ſouls; that you are ſharers_in and made 
- partakers of the Redewption-thatig an-him for you : for woenge 
NINKS 
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thinks to find Redemption, Juſtification and Reconciliation with 
God through the works wrought within, himſelf by what. light or 
ſpirit ſoever, excluding what God hath already wrought for him in 
che Crucified body of Chriſt ; Like as he who thinks to have Re- 
demption and Reconciliation with God throagh the works wrought 
-in the Crucified body of Chriſt without him, excluding the oppera- 
tions of the ſpirit of Chriſt within him, ſhall doth equally fall ſhore 
of their high expeAations. 

But if any (hall ſay to me, doth not this DoAtrine Jead to a 
Chriſt afar off, at a diſtance, wholly without us , and a Redemp- 
tion wholly without 'us? I anſwer nay z therefore conſider the 
DoArine of the Goſpel, that ſpeaketh thus, the word deſcended and 
took part of our fleth and/blood, dwelt among us, and ſo became 
our Brother 4 thus he-is a Chriſt near us, wrapped up in our very 
fleſh and blood,the ſeed of the woman, ſo not a ſtrange far off Chriſt, 
but made of a woman , made under the Law, made fin for us, 
that we might be made the Righteouſneſs of God in him : thus in 
our fleſh he aboliſhed fin, death, and the curſe', and every thing 
that was againſt us for us : And further, Chriſt being glorified, 
came down in ſpirit into our perſons, and left us not- comfortleſs ; 
he thac was with us in the miniftration of his fleſh , when he was 
lifted up, and bodily glorified in his Fathers Kingdom , and ſo as 
to his outward preſence removed from us,came into us by the mini- 
trationof his ſpirit, not to redeem us, for that he did for us in bis 
Crucified body, bur to manifeſt in us the Redemption. already 

. wrought for us, and thereby to gather us up into his Redemption , 
Salvation, . glorious reſt and victory purchaſed by him for us, wit- 
neifing to our ſpirits that he is ours, and we are his; confider in 
the next place that Dodtine that ſpeaketh thus, that Chriſt took 
on him ourfleſh, not oar fin and judgment, that he dyed at Fers- 
ſalens as a figure or exatnple, to aboliſh the ſhadows of the Law , to 
ubliſh the univerſal tender 'of Salvation to them that followed 
im, the light in their Conſciences in all his Righteouſneſs, not 
294 Sacrifice to purge away ia, io ear the iniquity of us all in hig 
Crucified body, only theredy pointing our to us the way , how by 
our obedience to: the Iight in our Conſciences to redeem our 
' ſelves m-every generation ; and ſo ſetting up the Law , Sin and 
Death again co be ſuffered for, ſatisfied and done away by oor obe- 
dience 
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d1:nce within ;* And declaring che light that enlightneth ever 
man that cometh into the world to. be the only Chritt, and ſo nor 
. our brother like unto us, fin excepted : Now if there be 4 
room left jn you to receive the teſtimony of the Prophets and 
Apoſtles, then put both theſe DoQtrines to the rxyal of the Holy 
Scriptures, and thereby judge which of theſe holds forth Chriſt as 
nigh or afar off, 

Bat if the words of the Apoſtle Pax! be objeRed, though we bave 
known Chriſt after the fleſh, yet now henceforth we knon- bim ſo no move ; 
for anſwer, let the words #f the Apoſiie to the Hebrews, 9. Heb. 
26: 28, be conſidered, and it well clearly take off this objes 
Rion : there is a twofold coming of Chriſt there reftified of ; 
' once in the end of the world bath hr appeared to put away fin by the Sacri- 
fire of himſelf : thns was the Law, fin and death charged npon his 
Crncifred body, who being in reſpeR of his God-head, the power 
and wiſdom of God, could not be held by thei, and: therefote 
rent them off from him-upon the Croſs, - buried them-in his grave, 
frinmphed over them in his Reſarre&@:on; and thus aboliſhzd, and 
purged away fin out of the fight of God ; and this was his fir& com- 
ing, and thus we are not to know him again afrer the fleſh : But 
there is another coming of Chriſt ſpoken'of in 'the 48: 'verfe, 'antd
